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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the TIMREX specifications provided by Mr 
Miura is dated 20 November 1998; the relevance of this data to the Yamada reference, with a date of invention of 23 December 1996 is 
unclear. It is unkown if the specifications for LONZA KS-25 graphite changed over the two years between the Yamada invention and the 
TIMREX specification. Furthermore, it appears that the TIMREX specification for LONZA KS-25 suggests a graphite with an average 
particle size of about 12 microns and a surface area between 8 and 16 m2/g. A graphite with a particle size of 12 microns must have a 
BET surface area of less than about 9.46 m2/g to meet the limitation of applicants' claim. This surface area value is within the range of 
the TIMREX specifications. Thus, if the TIMREX specification describes the graphite of the Yamada reference example 11, applicants' 
claim is anticipated.
